ThI, chart lllustratet the extent to which we have failed to utilize our full productiva 
capacity. The black area represents what we produced: the shaded area, the additional 
amount that could have been turned out. Over most of this period, our plant as a 
whole, could have produced about 20 per cent more than it did, but after 1929 this 
percentage of non-utilization became much larger. Productive capacity also ceased ts 
expand at Its former rate, constituting one of the greatest costs of the depression 
Much of this failure to utilize our entire productive capacity is due to monopolistic 
forces which have held up prices artificially. Reduction of prices under the force of 
free competition, lo that people can buy more, is the way to production of more 
goods and higher standards ol living for all. 

living ill Hie cities wore similarly af¬ 
fected, inasmuch as they could not 
utilize organized pressure to force up¬ 
ward the return on their services. 

These with their dependents total 
about 20 million. While their standards 
of living perhaps were not actually 
lowered, most of them realized little 
gain from the great advance In produc¬ 
tive efficiency made in that period. 

The diminution in purchasing power 
of these groups, or its failure to rise, 
in turn, reacted on others. Business 
men sold less goods, and workers 
everywhere found it harder to get jobs. 

The forces that were retarding the 
farmer’s prosperity were by no means 
helping the man in the city. 

Progress—But Not Enough 
It is true that our economic sy.stem 
has brought us living standards higher 
than those existing anywhere else in 
the world. Between 19U0 and 1930. as 
an example, per capita incoine, in 
terms ot what it would buy. increased 
about 3S per cent, at the same time, 
working hours were reduced about 13 
per cent. But the fact of idle plant ca¬ 
pacity indicated that we could have pro¬ 
duced more goods and thus raised liv¬ 
ing standards. 

Studies we have made at the Brook¬ 
ings Institution, uidcil by a grant from 
the Falk Foiindutioii. of Piltsburgh, 
throw sigMiticant light on this. We 
made a detailed survey of productive 
capacity in maiiuCucturing, mining, 
funning and all the other major divi¬ 
sions of indii.'iiry, resulting in the tind- 
Ing lhat (Mil pi'iiihictive plant could 
have lunied mil alinul 2ii per cent more 
than it did.

segineiiis or our population, raising a 
serious barrier to economic progress. 

But if we permit the fruits of man’s 
inventive genius and technological ad¬ 
vance to reach the people In the form 
of price reductions, no such barriers 
are raised. All classes benefit alike to 
the extent that they are consumers; 
the chief gain is in the low income 
groups where It is most needed. 

To the farmer, it means better 
bouses, tools, food, clothes, and in gen¬ 
eral a steady rise in his standards of 
living lhat he can get no other way. 

Price reduetions, of course, must not 
come from wage cuts. If they are to 
increase inirchasing power. But we 
must reduce prices as vve learn to make 
things more cheaply. This is the way 
vve can e.xpand consumption solidly, 
year after year, which In turn will call 
forth larger production. It is the way 
forward envisaged in the theory of oiir

Price Stabilization Tendencies ^ 
Whereas the period of great techno¬ 
logical advance between 1S70 and lS9ii 
brought notable price reductions, con¬ 
tributing much to raising living stand- i 
ards, there was little reduction of 
prices in the similar period of 1922-29. 
Productive efllcieucy hi manufacturing | 
in the latter era as measured by output 
per worker, Increased about 25 per 
cent. But forces of price maintenance 
had become so strong that retail prices 
In the aggregate remained practically 
stationary. 

Of course, there was competition In 
many lines, and prices declined a(- 
cordlngly. But this was not true of all I 
producers. Artiticial devices to main- ' 
tain prices dammed up the stream of | 
progress. Producers neglected to face 
the fact that in the lung run they could 
prosper only as the masses could buy | 
an expanding volume ot their goods. 

This fact must be faced. We must 
remove the obstacles to price reduc¬ 
tions which uow exist, wherever they , 
are. It is the only way that people who 
live in small towns or on farms, or < 
utherwise do not work for wages, can i 
fully purtlclpate hi our economic prog- 
reas. And, unless these do participate, 
we can have no hruad, continued prog 
ress. 

The failure ot industrial prices to de ' 
cliue Is primarily responsible (or the 
movement in recent years to attempt 
au improvement in the (arm situation 
by artlQcial methods of restricting pro- , 
duciion, with a view to restoring "price 
parity" with industry. However help¬ 
ful such policies may he temporarily, 
agriculture and iudustry eombined oh 
viously cannot expect lo increase the 
total pruduciiuu of goods and services 
(or the Auierlcau people as a whole b.( 
reeirictiug output aud raislug price.'

A SUREJ-FIRE ■way to defeat cer^ 
tain flower diseases is, of 
course, to plant disease-resistant 
strains such as rust-resistant snap- ■ 
dragon and wilt-resistant aster. 

But the only way to combat in¬ 
sect pests Is to spray or dust 
plants with insecticides. 

An early season pest is leaf 
beetle, a chewing insect whose 
presence is Indicated by discolored 
or dropping leaves. It is found | 
most often on alyssum, zinnia, , 
marigold, and annual phlox. Bor- 
deau dust is an effective repellant. I 
Principal victims of the cutworm, ■ 
a chewing Insect which cuts plants j 
off at the ground, are the snap- { 
dragon, aster, petunia and verbena. 

To combat it, place about a spoon¬ 
ful of poison bran bait around the 
base of each plant. 

Aphis, sucking Insects, bother 
almost all the popular flowers with i 
the exception of the zinnia. They 
promote wilting and cause light 
spots to appear on the "upper side of 
the leaves. A contact poison (pyre- 
thrum or nicotine sulphate base) 
should bo sprayed on the insects. 

Downy mildew la a Fall disease. 

It shows up white all over the plant 
and discolors to black, killing 
leaves and causing stems to rot. 
Zinnia is its particular prey, al- 
thongh petunia, phlox and others 
also are affected. As a remedy, 
flowers of sulphur should be dusted 
on. very lighUy, and the treatment 
repeated. 

With roses, don t wait for pests, 
but spray before they are visible. 

Take a big step toward elimina¬ 
tion of all pests generally by burn¬ 
ing garden waste and trash, espe¬ 
cially any diseased stalks or leaves, 
at the close of the season.
